Public Afﬀairs of the late Times, as 
obliges me to make a Second. Defence. 
Though I have always thought, that, 
next to the committing Qfences,, no- 
thing can be more. Greivous to.an In- 
genuous Mind, than, to. be put upon 
the neceſſity of making Apologies, 
However, upon the Encouragement 
-your Lordſhip .has given. Me, I take 
-the boldneſs to ſay,, that in the Mat- 
ters about which I trouble you this 
.onee. more, I truſt, I. have good 
Ground for an. honeſt and. open. Vindi- 
cation of my ſelf, The One was,

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My Part in King Charles the Second's 
Declaration,touching the Conſpiracy ; 
the other was, My aQiing in the Com- 
miſſion for the Dioceſe of London, du- 
ring. the Suſpenſton of my Lord Bi- 
ſhop. 
Bur then my Lord, after my Apo- 
logy, I ſhall crave leave to add vn 
which needs None, I mean an Account 
of what paſt between King Fames,and 
ſome of the Biſhops, a little before the 
- late wonderful Rovedorion; which 
tho' the Circumſtances of it are not 6 
generally known as they ought to be, 
yet I am ſure, had a very conſidera- 
e effec for the benefit both of Church 
and: State, in that Critical time. And 
therein I may preſume to ſay, that I 
had ſome part : So that when I come 
to that, perhaps I ſhall be able to Speak 
more freely, and ſhall venture to inſiſt

World, that the Biſhops had then as. 
difficult a Poſt to Maintam, and Main- 
tain'd it as firmly, as any other Or- 
der of Men in the Kingdom could do 
Theirs, for preſerving the Liberties 
and Properties of the Subje&, as well 
as the Intereſt of the Proteſtant Rel1-- 
oj0N. 

af Firſt, my Lord, as for the Book of 
the Conſpiracy, 'tis true, I have often 
heard, that ſome Noble and Eminent 
Perſons, whoſe Kindred or Friends 
were unhappily concern'd: in the Sub-. 
je&t of that Eliſtory, had entertain'd 
a prejudice againſt me thereupon. But 
to them I ſhall make- this equitable 
Requeſt, that they would ſuſpend any 
farther Cenſure of me for what I did 
write, till they ſhall be fairly informed 
how much there is that - I have-not 
written.

I will-not deny, -that- it was at the 

Requeſt, or rather the' Command, of 
King Charles the Second, that I drew 
up a Relation of that Plot : And, to 
that ſend, ] had free liberty to- conſult 
the Paper-Office and Conncil-Books, 
whence T was plentifully furniſh'd 
with ſuch Authentic Materials, either 
of Papers Printed 'by.

to the other Extream, that is, Rather 
to Commend too much what in the 
leaſt ſeems Well-done,than to Aggra- 
wate what 1s ]Il-done by others. 

However, upon King Charles's fre- 
quent Commands, and continued Im- 
Portunity, I did at length obey ; and 

- the rather, becauſe ] had rly 

ſomewhat incurr'd that King's and his 
Brother's Diſpleaſure, by my declinin 
to write againſt the States of Holland 
during the time of the Furſt and Second 
Dutch-Wars. | 

Being thus over-perſuaded,I made 
my Colle&ions, and Preſented them 
to that King : Which his Majeſty 
having himſelf peruſed, was pleaſed

Hands of the Lord Keeper .North, 
who carefully Read and Correced 
what I ha& done, and added divers 
matters of Fat, which . had: eſcaped 
my Obfervation. 

Thus the Work ſtood in Prepara- 
tion for the Preſs, when the deplora- 
ble Deathrof that King hapned. And 
ſhortly after, King: Fames the Second 
calling for the Papers, and having 
read them, and Altered divers Pafls-- 
ges, cauſed them to be printed. by: his- 
'own Authority, as is to be ſcen before: 
the Book. . 

But now, my Lord, F car: truly 
declare, that during my compoling- 
thoſe Collections, Þ earneftly REC.

Canterbury , of that Noble Gentle- 
man's great Probity,and Conſtant Ab-

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horrence of Falſhood. But that was a 
ood while after, All that I did, was 
the Publiſhing, or rather indeed the 
utting together methodically, what 
tore was ſufficiently pybliſhed in 
printed Papers that were Licenſed : 
And out of them,to draw the Subſtance 
of a Declaration of State,in Vindication 
of that, which the Authority of- the 
Nation , at that time , called The 
Public Juſtice of the Kingdom. 
Bue, my Lord, to return to what 
I was ſaying, King Charles having 
granted my defire of Concealing di- 
vers Names ; according to this Allow- 
ance I proceeded ; leaving out ſome, 
and abbreviating others; endeavouring 
all along. to ſpare Parties and Fami- 
lies, and particular. Perſons, as much 
as would be allowed. All which 
may be demonſtrated from the _— 
C 0 
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of the Depolitions, as they went out 
of my hands, where there were feve- 
ral Names viſibly marked by my own 
' Pen, to be paſſed by-in the Publica- 
tion, So that if ſome TJndiffterent 
Man ſhould. now compare the- Infor. 
marions as they are in. Print , with the 
Originals in the Secretary's, or the 
Paper-Office , he would, it may be, 
be apter to ſulpe& Me of Connivance; 
than of. Calumny on that ſide. 

If F have now given your Lord- 
thip any ſatisfaction touching my: fair 
Dealing'in My Part of that Book, I 
doubt not but what follows will give 
you more; when F ſhall aflure you of 
my. having refufed: to Write a-Conti- 
nuation of the ſame Hiſtory. For, my 
Lord, it was ſome time after the Duke 
of Monmouth's Overthrow and Exe- 
. eution ,, that. King Fares the Second 
required.

' required me to undertake ſuch another 
Task, and preſently to ſet about a Se- 
cond Part. To that purpole His Ma- 
jeſty gave me a fight of multitudes of 
Original Letters and Papers, together 
with che Confeſſions of ſeveral Perſons 
then taken in Engvand and Scotland; 
who did indeed ſeem all to outvy one , 
another, who ſhould reveal moſt, beth 
of Men and Things relating to the old 
Conſpiracy, as well as to the Duke of 
Monmouth's, and the Earl of Argyle's 
Invaſion. 

But finding the Innocence of di- 
vers Perſons of Worth and Honour, 
touched in thoſe Papers, and by that 
time beginning vehemently to ſuſpect 
things were running apace towards 
the endangering of our Laws and Re- 
ligion, I muſt fay, I never could be 


induced by all his Majeſties reiterated

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Commands,to go gn with that Work. 
Inſtead of that, tho' I had all the 
Materials for ſuch- a Narrative within: 
my Power, for above three / Years, 
_ and might eafily have finiſhed it in a 
Month or Six Weeks ſpace, yet .I 
choſe rather to Suppreſs and Silence, 
as much as I eould, all that New 
Evidence ; which, if openly produced,. 
would. have blemiſhed the Reputation: 
of ſome Honourable Perſons. 

Give .me leave, My. Lord, only: 
to add, That I am confident,there are 
ſeveral Original Papers {till in being, 
which would be more than. enough to 
convince all: impartial: Men ,, how 
Moderate and: Tender. I was in that 
Cauſe; 

' Next, My Lord, having mention- 
ed my being concerned in the Com- 
muſſion for. the Dioceſe of London in

that I had the Fortune to be 
jomn'd with an excellene Perſon, my 
Lord Biſhop of Peterborough. And 
we can both ap, ove that as we en- 
ter'd into that Commiſſion. with my 
Lord of London's Good Will, fo we 
acted nothmg in it,, without the great- 
elt Ras his Intereſt. w 

It is well known we continued all 
his Officers-in the full Profits and Pri- 
wileges of their Places.. We faithfully 
maintained the Rights of his Bi- 
ſhopriek, and once in the Kings own. 
Preſence, againſt his Mayefties expreſs 
Inclinations,, in a Buſineſs of no leſs 
Concernment than my Lord Mayor's 
Chapel. We never Invaded any of 
my Lord Biſhops Prefterments that 
fell void'in that Interval ; We diſpos'd. 
of none but according to his own D1-- 
reFions, We uſed his Clergy with

the ſame affectionate Care and Bro- 
therly Love, as He hinſelt had done ; 
Who was on that Account, as Dear 
to them, as any Biſhop in Chriſten- 
dom was to his Dioceſe. 

And we Appeal to them, whether 
we might not rather expect cheir Kind- 
neſs and Thanks,than ſufpe& their 1I]- 
will for all our Tranſa&ions with them, 
Nor.can this be thought a vain Boaſt 
to any Man,who ſhall ſeriouſly reflect 
on.the terrible Aſpect of. Things from 
Coutt upon the L:ondon-Clergy, du- 
ring the whole time of our exercifing 
that Juriſdiftion. The Remembrance 
whereof, makes me not doubt to affirm, 
that if my Lord Biſhop of Peterbo- 
rough and I, had not then ſtood in the 
(ap, but ſome other Perſons, who 
were prepared to be thruſt in, upon 


our leaving that Commilſhon, had got

it abſolutely into their ! ower, 'tis poſ- 
fible- the moſt Learned and Pjons- 
Clergy in. the World,had been ſome- 
what otherwiſe' 1imployed than they 
were ; and had been too- much taken: 
up in defending themſelves from the 
violent Perſecutions of the Popi(h- 
Farty, to have leiſure to confute and- 
triumph over the Fopiſh« Cauſe ; as: 
they entirely did in their admirable 
VVritings-, to the Glory: and -Eſta- 
bliſhment of the Church of England. 

My Lord, to the truth of what I 
have here faid concerning the Com-- 
miſſion of London, 1 have che Biſhop: 
of Peterborough ready to atteſt, 1 
ſhould indeed be glzd: I could claim: 
as juſt a ſhare in: another of his Lord-- 
ſhips Meriterious Services to: the. Pub- 
lic, as I may do in this. But.in that

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Biſhops, whereof he was One, had 
ſuch an opportunity put into their 
Hands by God's Providence, for the 
overthrow of Popery and Arbitrary '

ver any of the Epiſcopal Order had 
before, and 'tis to b hop'd, will never 
have again. 

This however I will ay, I had 
certainly added my felf to their Num- 
ber, if I had then underſtood the 
Queſtion, as well as I did afterwards 
upon their Tryal, where I was preſent 
in order to be a Witnefs in their be- 
half, at the ſame time your Lordſhip

So that I have ever ſince been 
perſwaded, that from that Petition of 
thoſe Biſhops, ſo defended by the in- 
vincible Arguments of their Learned 
Council on that Day ; and fo juſtified 
by the honeſt Verdi& of their Un- 
daunted Jury on the next Day ; from 
thence I ſay, we may date the firſt 
oreat ſucceſsful ſtep, that was made to-- 
wards the reſcuing of our Laws and 
Religion. 

For my Part I muſt own, I was fo 
fully fatisfied by the excellent | lead-

However, we till made good our 
humble Refuſal, in as dutiful Terms 
as 'twas poſſible : Among many Ar- 
guments, urging chiefly, That as we 
were joyn'd with our Brethren , the 
other Lords Spiritual , and with the 
Lords Temporal,and with the Gen- 
try of England, in the Accuſation ;

I know it was formerly a popular 
Objettion of divers miſguided Diſ- 
ſenters from the Church of Eng- 
land, that our Principles were too 
Maonarchical; and that we carried 
the Do&rine of Obedience farthe: 
than might be .conliſtent with the 
fafety of a Proteſtant Church, or 
the Privileges of a free-born People, 


Bur 
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But it 1s now to - be hoped, that 
the ſtrongeſt Argument of all others, 
which is Experience from undoub- 
ted Matter of Fa&, has put this 
Objection for ever out of = 
nan:e,. Since it 1s undeniable, that 
during that whole time, when our 
Civil and Spiritual Liberties were in 
ſo much Danger, the greateſt, and 
moſt conliderable ſtop, that was here 
put to the Arts of Rome, and In- 
trigues of France, was Put by the 
ſteddy Reſolution of the true Sons 
of the. Church of England. 


I pretend not to upbraid any 


Party or Sect among us, for any un- 


due Compliance in that Time. 
But this ] will Aſſert, that generally 
- Speaking, the whole Body .of the 

Ghurcl; of England, both (aity and 
Clergy did not Comply. Nay, 
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Nay, it were Infinite to reckon 
up the Examples, we then ſaw every 
Day, of Men of . all Conditions, 
from the higheſt to the loweſt, All 
Members of the Church of Eng- 
land; who preferred the ſaving 
of the Eſtabliſht Government in 
Church and State, before any 
Temptations of private Profit or 
Intereſt. 

Not to ſay any thing more of 
the Learned and Unanſwerable 
Writings of that time againſt Po- 
pery : For in that Merit, I ſuppoſe 
none of any other Perſuaſion will 
enter into any Competition with the 
Orthodox Clergy : But IT now on- 
ly Speak of thoſe many Honourable 
Selt-Demials, which the Church of 
Engzland-Men then Practiſed, for the 

Sake 
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Sake of the true Engliſh Liberty, 


and Reformation. 


What Officers and Comman- 


ders were there almoſt in the whole 
Army, beſides the Sons of the 
Church of England, who choſe to be 
Diſcarded from thoſe very Troops 
and Regiments, which their own 
Intereſt and Money had raiſed, ra- 
ther than contribute to take away 
the great Fences of our Liberty and 
Religion * What . Officers in the 
Courts of Juſtice, and in the ſeveral 
Branches of the Revenue © What 
Members of Boroughs, Corporati- 
' ons, and Cities, in Compariſon of 
thoſe of the Church of England, 
endured the loſs of their Places of 
Truſt and Profit, for not Ccnſenting 
to Aboliſh the Teſts and Penal Laws 
againſt Papiſts * VVhat 
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What eminent Nobilicy and 
Gentry in all Counties, ſubmitted - 
chearfolly to be ſlighted, and depri- 
ved of all Authority and Power 
among their eons, in Peace 
or War © Were they not generally, 
and almoſt to a Man of the Church 
of England * 

Was not a conſiderable Part of 
the Court it felf turn'd out © Did 
not divers Perſons of the higheſt Ti- 
tles and Dignities there endure to loſe 
their Princes Favour, upon this ve- 
ry Account © D:d we not ſee the 
moſt Advantageous, and molt I 0- 
norable Offices, the very \Vhite 
Staves, and the .preateſt of them, 
not valued, bur ealily parted with, 
when Religion came in Queſiion *
